“But the trouble with our political and
Rocind systam is, that it s bound to by nuot
only favoritism, but also corpupion tho
largeat seale. One bundeed  and  tidotoen
youvs ago, the men at the bhend of the nation.
il zovernmoent or thosoe who were influentjal
with them were wlso sometimes tilling places,
whore tor Hitoe work o good salury wis pald,
with unworthy women and mon, but sueh
sinecures wore comparitively few and far

betawveen, I he number of federnd offfcials, in
your duys was, If I um not mistaken about
ROoO, und the postmusters of the small

vountey towns, who imake up the largest purt
of the 80,000 wore padd such o beggariy com-
mission for the sulo of postage stamps, that
no one could afford to accept such  positions
except  trades people, who kept o store,
where they had to bo all day anyhow, and to
whom the honor nud smail profits wers an
objeet.  And then the lcombents of wil the
ofices that could be clussed as sincoures,
wore changed every four or suht vears,
Our adminigtrations have o very long life.
The one onsted twelve yvears ago lnsted
twenty-six years.  And the number of posi-
tions ot the comgnasa of the government is
very large. Therd s one lieutenant or over-
00T Lo abiout eaoh ad every twelve men or
women, not to mention the cuptinns, colon-
els, etey and the amount of bookkeoping
done, Is slmply enormous, We are
keepilng  books as vou know, I suppose in
all the produelne as woll as in the distribu-
ting depurtments, and more than that: every
citlzen !m.s an aceount i the police books.,

“Whea you take into coustderation our
great and growing populution, vou ean form
sgme idea of how enormous this work s,
Yoilrure aware, toat the North  American
territory, Mimmerly under Breitisn rule, hus
been atinexod to the Uolted States, and that
he.population, according to the census of
1V, numbered 414,000,000, It is now esti-
mated at 00000000, The complicated sys-
tem of bovkkeoping vequired by the enm-
munistic plan of production, and the short-
ness of workiug hours granted to the book-
Keopers, who sre all preferred mon ana
wotnen, favorites of thoe members of the ad-
winisteation, made it necessury 1o appoint a

bookkeoper for every fifty people,  Under
the former ndministeation we bad one book-
keeper for every forty-two people, This

FIves 1o the government a chnnee to provide,
Al its own pleasure, over 10,680,000 of mon
and women with clean agd easy woric  Add
to these 10,000,000 of positions about 10,000,-
00 oMeers of the Industeinl army  from the
Heutenantshios

up ot the  positions
of colonel;  wdd, furtnerimore, the
clerkships  In tho  distributing  places

and many other preferved positions, and you
can sce at a glance what an enormous power
the administration possesses aud now tempt-
lng this power is."

“Hut is 1t not necessary for those applying
for the responsible position of bookkeeper to
have passed through n course of stady in
order to be qualitied for such important
dutias ' | inguled,

“'Bookkeeping is part of the Instruction in
our schools,” Mr. Forest suswered, “and the
bookkeeping in the public offices is not well
done, Sothe responsibility, resting on the
shoulders of the favorites of the members of
thoe administeation, does not  harass the
minds of thesy preferred people vory much
It is, of course, impossiblo for an autsider to
obtain an Insight into the workines of tho

resent admindsteation, aud to know how the

wls are kept.  But twhen the late adminls-
tration we.t out of ofloo twelve yeurs aso,
an unfathomuble pool of corruption was un-
covered. An inveutory of the goods on hand
wis takion, and i1 was statea that the Books
showed a shortage of more thao four hinu
dred and thivty-two mitlion dollars.  The
members. of the oustod adwlnisteation de
clared this statement to bo entirely fulse,
that it had been "doctgred’ by the experts of
the adiniuisteation, e the purpose of cast-
tne discredit upon the members of the old
povernment, The accusea officors mdmittod
thut shortages wore possible, for the reason,
that all the cleviks whose duty it wus to
meansure  goods, were  lochioed to  give
the people good weight and lurge weasure,
but that these shortages would not reach the
Agure of $#482,000,000, and that the deficieney
ocould not bo cousidered as o proof of want
of honosty on the part of the old ofeers, On
the other haod, tho new officers claimed that
the enormous shortages wero due to Lthe cor-
ruption of the mombers aud prominent Sup-

srters of the ousted administration, who

ad always overarawn their acoounts, and
il not boon churged  with the goods taken
out in excess of tholr credit cards.”

I asked Mr. Forest what be thought of
those chnrgos,

“1think they were to alarge extent well
foupded, Thetemptation under our wretohs
ed syatom Is too great.  'That the leaders
should glve tothelr relntives and vext friends
good positions would not bo binmeworthy, if
the appointeos weroe fit to fill the piaces given
them.  But the bost places, numbering in all
about twenty millions, sre not tlled with the
besi and most able men.  They go, s0 far ns
they are not given 1o the relatives and friends
of the leaders, 1o (riends of the ndministra-
tion, in order to keop thoe latter in  power.
They wre glven to the sons and relatives and
friends of the most active supporters of the
government, And even this would be toler.
ablo (f the fuvoritism stopped there at the
poundary of corruption and tymauny. But it
douvs not. "

I could not very well vefute the arcuments
of Mr. Forust, and so was silent,

“But favoritism and the oceasional abuse of
wwer for the agcommodation of men ke Dr,
[u'-'!-* are not the worst fentires of our  pres-
ent forn of government,” he continued, *and
the fuct that futtiential men fréquently e
celve presouts of silks, furs and Jowelry tor
their wives and daughters, and of wine and
clgars Tor themsolyves, from peoplo seoking
the intorcession of these powerful men, in
order to procure preferred positions for them-
selves or fur relatives and friends, could also
be boree althiough, of course, they are proofs
of politieal corruption, Hut the worst conse.
quences of this dumpavle communism are tye-
anny and the possibility of bretal persecution
of the oppouents of the admiuistration on the
one hand, and servility, wsdulation  and
cnlumny on the ctoer,  Every man and every
body of men who have galned certain advant-
ages or occupy desired positions will defend
themselves against  all - attacks of their
opponents. So will politienl parties tey o
keep themselves ln power by rewarding their
tuithful workers and by crowding bnek their
appovents. It is; therefore, very dangerous
to Invest o gredt governmene with arbitrary
powers, which permit the rulers to muke
the people dependent upon the good will o1
thety oMeers, even in their dally occupation,
ull their life long."

“Aascording to your description the present
state of society appears to bo an unbearablo
condition of affalvs,” 1 sald.

“1f you Inquire among the members of the
different gullds, especially among the farm-
ers,'" Mr. Forest coutinued, “you will find
that ['ntn desciiblug thitgs just as they are,
Every member of the industrinl ariny kuows
that ability nod industey alone will seoure
u desirabla position only in exeeptional cases,
it at ully the political influsuce Is the al-
mighty factor in every affair of our lives, and
the tndustreial army is governed by officers
whom the worker must try to plesse, by
personil adulation, by presents, by s slavish
devotion to vhe orders of *he superiors, snd
indirectly by induving aill the members of
his Luwily aod all his friends to support
every measure  and every  member
of the administration. If the mom-
bers of the industeial army could elect their
officers, the discipline would, of course, not
bo so strictfos it Is now, but oven an occa-
sional row amongst the men would be prefer-
able to the preseut stato of affairs, where
avery one who happens to be unpopulir with
the ruling party is leading o weelble exist-
cuee,  The number of suicides is therefore
becoming larger every vear and is today four
times greator than in your times,™

“The uumber of suleides n European
armies —113—years ago was very lurge,' 1
remarked thoughtfuliy, *although the men
had everything thoy peeded in the liue of
lodging, food and clotbing, !

SY s siaid Forest, “the necessitios of 1ife
without liberty are of little value, The sol-
diers of your time threw away thele lives be-
cause thoy did wot consider alfe without
frecaom worth living, and still thele torm of
service lastold only three or five vears, and
they had but a comparativoly easy  duty to
perfarin n times of peace.  The service in
ot Industripl ormy liasts, at tha best, twenty-
four years of oyr life, The men wnd women
are at the mercy of their oMeers, and thes
can appeal aguinst maltreatirent to other
members of the adiministeation coly to judges
who declde definitely such cases, génorally
by simply sendiog back the compininunts to
their work with an admonition to try to win
thi goot wiil of theie superiors, and thus ses
cure prometion, !

“You buave been speaking about politl.
clans, Mr. Forest,” ©sald, Do mony wen
take no active part o political Hfet

vl shiould say thov Aul." wy predecessor
auswered.

administeation lvadors keep, what we may
style, a ‘great house' Thev reccive guests
and entertain them with delicacies and wine
Some of the most prominent lebhyists ao
the same thing.
